STUDENTS’ COOPERATION 
NEEDED TO MAKE 
PROGRESS

Well, students, here we are, 
600 strong and ready to go. This 
year should and will be one of 
the most progressive years in 
our short college history. Two 
years ago our enrollment num- 
bered ‘only 226. Last. year it 
jumped sto 468. Now we have 
600 Panthers eager to make this 
institution outstanding in the 
five phases of college life, name- 
ly: student government, scholer- 
ship, social activities, traditions, 
tnd athletics. The faculty, as as 
integral part, may well be 
omitted because it is unquestion- 
ably one of the best and serves 
as a guiding star. 

Practically every student knows 
that a slow growth is a healthy 
one. Herein lies our problem 
and even. last year it was neces- 


sary to adopt as our key word, 


“ORGANIZATION”. Organiza- 
tion makes the above named 
phases sustain their growth in a 
parallel and uniform manner. 
That organization was previously 
lacking might be exemplified in 
_ several instances, Reminiscences 
recall the following: 

In 1936 the Panthers were pros- 
pective champs. Almost every 
man on the squad was an all- 
conference, city or state player. 
Every man was a one-man team 
but the lack of organized cooper- 
ation did not lead us to the 
championship. Last year the 
coach, although a new member 
on the faculty, produced one of 
the finest cooperative mechan- 
isms in the game. The boys were 
true fighting Panthers, handi- 
capped only by the lack of weight 
and reserves. This year our 
coaches, with a squad of about 
45, most of whom are heavy and 
experienced, promises the most 
formidable team this school has 
ever known. 

Student government followed 
practically the same lines as did 
athletics. Two years ago politi- 
cal campaigns were unheard of. 
A student lazily snoozing through 
an assembly might be nominated 
and elected to office before wak- 
ing up to defend himself. Then 
came the era of the new consti- 
tution, the check and_ balance 
system, the extensive campaigns 
and the primary elections. Some 
students’ were enlightened to the 
fact that people other than 
“brand” new fathers gave out 
cigars, especially at election time. 
Swing-time and = soap box 
speeches also added zest to the 
campaigns.” Plan for your nom- 
ination now by. getting a soap 
box and saving cigar stubs. 

Concerning scholarship, a great 
deal need not be said. Our stand- 
ards are considered to be of the

MANY IMPROVEMENTS ON 
CAMPUS AS RESULT OF 
SUMMER’S WORK 


On September 6, bids for the 
first unit of the new Junior Col- 
lege buildings were opened, the 
bid going to the James Walstrum 
Company. Work will start im- 
mediately on this new unit, and 
plans indicate that it will be 
done in time for the second sem- 
ester of the present year. Unit 
No. 1, as it is termed in the blue 
prints of the Junior College cam- 
pus, will consist of six much- 
needed classrooms and the ad- 
ministrative offices. This new 
building will be built along the 
north side of the corridor leading 
to the science wing. The pres- 
ent windows will become the 
future doors of the new class- 
rooms, with rooms on both sides 
of the corridor, thus finishing 
off the building. 

Unit 2, consisting of the present 
temporary quarters for the music 
department, is situated north of 
the gym, and is now nearly com- 
pleted. After the completion of 
No. 1, Unit No. 2 ‘will become the 
storeroom for the‘ athletic equip- 
ment, a much-needed:'space in 
the present cramped quarters.

4nthe future, will contain the 
‘methanical drawing and art 
rooms. 

Although the present J. C. has 
only been occupied for a. little 
more than a year, the rapid in- 
crease in the enrollment’ ‘and 
courses offered has -made_ it 
necessary to start the new build- 
ing as soon as possible, as classes 
are becoming crowded in the 
present building space. 

Another added facility which 
been occupied for only a little 
the track, which is expected to 
be ready by the time school is 
open. Work on the football field 
has been started, but it is not 
expected to be ready until Janu- 
ary or February, as the turf is 
not up yet. In ¥ meantime, 
football practice is taking place 
on the high school field. Home 
games will be played in the high 
school stadium for another year, 
but our own field” should be 
ready for use before the next 
football season. 

The cottage, which is located 
to the right of the campus, is 
another piece of the summer's 
work, and is now ready for the 
home economics lecture classes 
which will be held in it during 
the next year, thus eliminating 
the necessity of using the high 
school classrooms for anything 
but lab sessions. : 

When questioned as to “Keep 
Off” signs for the new lawn, 
President Werner very emphati-_ 
cally stated that the lawn was 
for the use of the students and 
there would be no “Keen Off”

“UNITED WE STAND ---_ . 
DIVIDED WE FALL!” ‘ 

That famous quotation of Patrick Henry’s “United 
we stand, divided we fall’, is just as true today as it 
was then. . 

At the present there is a rumor to the effect that the 
town of Monterey is seriously considering establishing 
a new junior college for the benefit of students in that 
territory. That is an excellent idea, except for the fact 
that instead of having two prosperous junior colleges, 
we would be very apt to end without any. Cooperation 
is the key to success. If two junior colleges within one 
county set up rival institutions, we would be pulling 
against each other. The thesis that a college is to fur- 
ther the education of the people would be defeated. 

Increased. size of educational units reduces admin- 
istrative costs and lowers citizens’ tax rates. If 100 stu- 
dents were to drop from our present college, it would in- 
crease the proportionate cost of running the J. C. At 
the same time, there would be two establishments using 
taxpayers’ money. ' 

In order to have complete curricula, one must have 
sufficient teaching staffs and adequate facilities. One 
town alone cannot expect to undertake the necessary ex- 
penses, and still offer a full course of study. By unit- 
ing two or three counties, as the Salinas Junior College 
has done, we have managed to distribute the cost and in- 
crease the teaching staff. 

‘For the convenience of the students, the S. J. C. 
has built up a large transportation system at small cost. 
This, too, is the advantage of a larger unit versus a 
smaller one. If we were to lose some of our students, 
it would be necessary to increase the cost of transpor- 
tation. 

We urge every student who is now attending 
the Salinas Junior College to consider the comparative 
costs of running two:units as against one. Look over 
the increased teaching staff and courses offered here. 
Consider what would happen if these facilities were 
cut in half. United we stand --- and grow stronger --- 
but divided we both fall and die.
